I have vetoed Senate Bill 144 – Mental Hygiene Administration Facilities – 

Repeal of Provisions that Relate to Closed Facilities. 

 

This bill repeals provisions of law in the Health – General Article that relate 

to Mental Hygiene Administration facilities that have closed. 

 

House Bill 377, which was passed by the General Assembly and signed by 

me, accomplishes the same purpose.  Therefore, it is not necessary for me to 

sign Senate Bill 144.
